ГТ i$ always difficult to. remem- 
ber precisely, but current pre- 
season sales do appear to he 
more buoyant than this time last 
year. 

One has to assume this is down to 
a combination of factors which must 
include: a) the team being unbeaten 
at Adams Park in the league since 
Boxing Day last year; b) a more 
entertaining style of play than under 
the previous manager; c) fans now 
know how good the view is from thc 
ServisPak Stand and that the facili- 
lies at Adams Park are the envy of 
most clubs in the Nationwide 
League; d) manager John Gregory 
is extremely popular and the fans 
believe in him; e) the fixture list 
includes more local derbies than last 
SEASON. 

Obviously there must be other 
reasons, but the “feel good” factor 
has certainly returned.
